St. Petersbu rg, Nov . 17.— A message 
has been receiv ed from Astapov o that 
Tolstoy is liv ing, that the crisis has 
been passed and that the tem peratu re 
of the patient early this m orning was 
9 9 .6. 
A report that Cou nt Tolstoy died 
last ev ening was giv en wide circu la­ 
tion, thou gh he had seemed to be im­ 
prov ing. 
His 
tem peratu re 
had 
dropped, and the spitting of blood had 
ceased. 
He dictated a letter and read 
a little. 
His heart, howev er, showed 
weakness, and this kept his physicians 
anxiou s. 
On at least two occasions Cou nt 
Leo Tolstoy has been reported as dy­ 
ing. and three years ago his death 
was reported. 
Eight years ago the 
papers here and abroad were filled 
with eu logies, and then again three

back,

from Moscow to St. P etersbu rg said 
that he had died at his cou ntry seat, 
Y asnaya Poliana, in the gov ernm ent of 
Tu la.
